At the 
dinner he outlined his views on 
American enterprise. 

“IT have no sympathy.” he said, 
“with those who look askance upon 
carrying the American name and 
American investment to foreign 
lands. We should take pride in every 
extension of our commerce and the 
enterprise of our citizens which 
takes them to other lands. So long 
as they peaceably conduct their 
honest business it is the duty of the 


United States to protect their lives 
— property under international 
. 


“There is no other way for Amer- 
ican progress. It is perfectly idle to 
suppose that we can have an endur- 
ing peace and prosperity if we do 
not have an intense patriotic senti- 
ment dominant throughout our land, 
demanding that the rights of our 
citizens shall be respected.”
